The old Mississippi river dy ke on 
which 300 men 
have been 
laboring 
for two day s in an effort to stave off 
the attacks of the 
Arkansas river, 
went 
out Monday 
afternoon. 
The 
towns of England and Altheimer are 
in the path of the river and the water 
if expected 
to spread for 
00 miles 
south of Keat. 
The breaking of the Plum Bay ou 
levee, which sent its waters surging 
into the old river dy ke which gave 
way Monday 
night 
will 
probably 
flood 400,000 acres of rich farming 
land. Already 115 families have been 
driven from their homes in this im­ 
mediate section. 
Only a temporary levee 
protects 
England now and that is expected to 
go with a predicted rise Tuesday . 
Heavy with 
the flood 
waters of 
two-fifths of the 
total area 
of con­ 
tinental United States, 
the Missis­ 
sippi river and its tributaries ham­ 
mered incessantly at the levees man 
has 
built 
to reclaim 
hundreds 
of 
square miles of fertile soil. 
Thruout their length, man and ma­ 
chine continued to pile sand bags and 
construct emergency 
revetments on 
the dy kes to protect the flood plains 
extending at an evcrage width of 50 
miles from the river 
ridge built by 
deposits thru the centuries. 
Widespread distress and extensive 
ruin mark the places where the river 
has overcome its artificial bounds and 
laid claim to uncounted thousands of 
acres of land. 
Spreading widely 
over 
Missouri, 
Arkansas and Mississippi, with lesser 
areas inundated in Illinois, Kentucky 
Tennessee 
and Louisiana, 
the flood 
has driven an estimated 25,000 per­ 
sons from their homes and wrought 
material ruin, expected to mount in­ 
to the millions of dollars. 
Upward of a dozer, lives have been 
lost.

dot the valley , 
are the upward

visions of flood stages issued by the 
weather bureau. 
At Fo rt Smith, 
Arkansas, where 
the Arkansas enters the state of her

Elsewhere in the state, 
where the worst conditions prevail,

with great care and does not hesitate 
to pay a good price for it. 
Indeed, lie 
seldom b uys a cheap weapon; most 
of the firearms which*the police have 
seized and confiscated are in first-class 
working condition. 
The crook usually i 
carries a .32 or a .38, though occasion­ 
ally he totes a .4.”. 
However, as a 
rule he finds this calib er of pistol too 
large and unwieldy for his purpose. 
He prefers a smaller weapon since it 
is easier to conceal. 
“Crooks,” said a detective, “use a 
great variety of weapons. 
Just as a 
shoemaker is known b y his last a thief 
is known b y the instruments he car­ 
ries. 
Y’ou can usually teil b y a crook’s 
weapon what particular line of crimi­ 
nality 
lie 
follows.

decade ago 
crooks used a great many more 
kinds 
:>f weapons than they do now. 
The 
average criminal is content with a 
« ingle weapon. 
Pisto! the Favorite. 
“A 
large percentage of criminals 
have discarded other weapons solely | 
for the pistol. 
“When hold-ups were quite common 
detectives intercepted three rob b ers as i 
they ran from a store. 
One of them 
had a formidab le magazine gun. 
He 
had cut oft the rounded points of the j 
I b ullets and had flattened them out, oh- 
j 
viously with the Intention of plowing 
a b ig hole in the anatomy of a victim 
he might feed inclined to shoot. 
The 
incident suffices to show the callous­ 
ness and cruelty of the average crimi­ 
nal and how little he cares for human 
•: life. 
“There are plenty of men in the de- j 
partment today who can recall the j 
time when gun-toting criminals were 
much more the exception than the 
rule. 
Indeed, there were any numb er 
of professional crooks who never used 
firearms in their b usiness. 
They used 
other weapons which answered their 
purpose b etter, and some of their fa- . 
vorite weni ms are seldom seen or 
heard of now. 
“T he club was a prim itive weapon 
and was superseded b y the sandb ag, i 
which worked effectively and left few 
marks. 
A short piece of rub b er hose j 
was used for the sam e purpose. 
The

sandb ag is out of date, b ut occasion- j 
ally crops up.

is as serious an offense to have them 
In one’s possession as a pistol. 
“A few years ago 
a long, 
sharp- 
b laded knife or a dagger vied with the 
pistol 
in popularity. 
Indeed, there j 
were far more stab b ing affrays than 
shootings that came under the notice 
of the police. 
The wielder of dagger 
or knife often used these instruments 
with deadly effect, and occasionally 
some one would he stab b ed to death, j 
In recent years there has b een a b ig 
falling off in such crimes and instead : 
of b eing stab b ed people are now shot. 


Gunman a W e a k lin g . 
“The gun-toting criminal is a re­ 
cent product. 
He attained his full 
prominence a few years ago when 
crime was rampant. 
He Is a different 
product from the old-type criminal 
who was strong and rob ust and did 
not need a gun. The present-day gun­ 
men are invariab ly puny, undersized 
men, and are weak mentally as well as 
physically. 
You see Innumerab le ex­ 
amples of them as they drib b le Into 
station houses; and they are all alike 
—sallow, frail, undersized, the sickest- 
looking lot of criminals the world 
ever saw. 
“They are only daring when they 
are under the spell of narcotics. 
A 
large numb er of criminals are con­ 
firmed drug addicts, and In order to 
keep themselves supplied with drugs 
they 
will 
often 
take 
a 
desperate 
chance. 
Some of these criminal ad­ 
dicts spend $5 to $25 a day on 
drugs. 
A good many crooks who hold up drug 
stores do so to get narcotics. 
It is 
common for one of them to demand 
narcotics of a druggist. 
If they are 
unab le to get their favorite drug they 
will hold dp a store to 
money with 
which to purchase drugs. 
“It Is seldom criminals get drunk 
when they have serious work to do. 
They realize that a drunken hold-up 
man would not get very far. 
He 
would b e slow In action and liab le to 
queer# the whole works. 
This hap­ 
pened when a drunken Indian attempt­ 
ed to hold up a Chicago hotel.”

WAITERS’ LINE 


AN ODD SIGHT 


Jo bless Men Stand o n Nas­ 
sau Street, New Yo rk, 
Ev ery Mo rning . 


New York.—<^e of the oldest and 
oddest “sights” oY New York is the 
“waiters’ line” in Nassau street, be­ 
tween Ann and Fulton. The line forms 
every morning about 10:30. 
The men who assemble in Nassau 
street are those who are looking for 
work as waiters, dishwashers, etc., in 
the cheaper 
downtown 
lunchrooms. 
Naturally , they are neither prosperous 
looking nor well dressed, but they are 
only 
unemploy ed, 
not 
“unemploy - 
ables.” 
The block on Nassau street is their 
well-known and recognized rendezvous, 
and has been for many y ears. 
The 
proprietors of the eating houses wfilch 
need help look for them there. 
It Is a 
free, 
outdoor 
employ ment 
bureau. 
Sometimes there are a dozen seekers 
fo r work there, sometimes more; it 
depends on the state 
of the 
labor 
market. 
Men Assemble Singly . 
First one man makes his appearance 
and stands waiting at this curb, hut it 
is not long before he Is joined hy an­ 
other. 
They seldom come in pairs. 
Sometimes they talk, or read news­ 
papers, but generally they Just stand 
and w ait 
They hold their places on 
both sides of the street, most often In 
a single line, hut when there are many 
seekers 
for 
employ ment 
the 
line 
doubles. 
The prospective employ er 
appears and walks up and down the 
row to scrutinize the men. He selects 
one 
o r more a s most likely to meet 
his wants. 
The rest look hard at em­ 
ploy er and employ ed, but say nothing. 
Probably they think. “Well, another 
guy ’s got a job for a day .” 
Tfte men who land the work walk off 
with their new bosses. 
The others 
hang around until about twelve o’clock, 
in the hope of a belated ¡oh turning 
up, and then the line melts away , not 
to be formed again until the following 
morning. 
Generally the men depart 
one hy one. 
There Is not much com­ 
radeship among these “out of works.” 
Never Bothered by Police. 
The police do not enforce against 
them the municipal ordinance on loi­ 
tering on the street. 
“They ’re looking for work and do- 
lng no harm, so why sh-^ud we inter­ 
fere with them?” said a policeman. 
He was asked, “How long has the 
waiters’ line been in ex istence?” and 
replied: 
“Search 
me! 
They were 
here long before my time. 
I’ve heard 
some of these old-timers around here 
say it’s an old New York custom for 
men and the bosses to meet here 
In 
Nassau street and get together.”

Some proves to be the rankest of imi­ 
tations of the cheapest grade, and the 
overstuffed is so poorly constructed 
that it squeaks and weaves under the 
lightest weight

Comparison of sale prices disclosed 
that victims were persuaded to buy 
liberally on the assurance they were 
getting sacrifice prices, when as a mat­ 
ter of fact they were actually paying 
from five to 25 per cent more than re­ 
liable stores were charging for better 
goods. 
Fake auctions and private sales are 
used not only for furniture but also in 
the sale of jewelry and other merchan­ 
dise. 
The lesson which this story 
teaches is that there is nothing to be 
gained by patronizing such sales. On 
the other hand, there is a better than 
50-50 chance of sustaining a loss. 
Not all auctions are fraudulent, for 
some are conducted fairly and honest­ 
ly, but before you draw your savings 
from the bank and spend them for auc­ 
tion goods it will pay you to get the 
facts. For your own protection make 
it an unbreakable rule to confine your 
expenditures and investments to re­ 
liable firms and individuals.

ing with them you are assured a 
square deal.

The outstanding trust institutions 
of the United States are those that 
were pioneers in using advertising a* 
a means of sell.ag their services, a 
speaker told a conference of trust 
companies held in New York recently 
Ile presented the results of a question­ 
naire sent out by the Trust Company 
Division, American Bankers Associa­ 
tion, making an inquiry into the ad 
vertising practices of institutions do 
ing a trust business. 
Three out, of 
every four trust companies and banks 
engaged in extending trust services 
were found to be advertising. 
The 
opinion was expressed by the speaker 


that their growth would closely follow 
the amounts spent each year for ad* 
perusing. 
The local newspaper is the motX 
highly regarded advertising medium, 
It was disclosed. In all. 929 companies 
answering the questionnaire used the 
local papers and 338 did not. The in­ 
stitutions buying space in local papers 
are evenly divided among all sections 
of the country. Comparing six media 
tor selling personal trust services and 
considering their effectiveness trim 
the sta n d p o in t of producing results, 
the speaker declared that the local 
newspapers should head the list. Fold­ 
ers and b -okieta eau reach a iimited 
audience, he observed, but the news­ 
paper is me best medium tor acquir- 
mn nrestige and mass circulation.

WAITERS’ LINE 
AN ODD SIGHT 


Jobless Men Stand on Nas­ 
sau Street, New York, 
Every Morning. 


New York.—Otje °f the oldest and 
oddest “sights” oY New York is the 
“waiters’ line” in Nassau street, be 
tween Ann and Fulton. The line forms 
every morning about 10:30. 
The men who assemble in Nassau 
street are those who are looking for 
work as waiters, dishwashers, etc., in 
the 
cheaper 
downtown 
lunchrooms. 
Naturally, they are neither prosperous 
looking nor well dressed, hut they are 
only 
unemployed, 
not 
“unemploy­ 
ables.” 
The block on Nassau street Is their 
well-known and recognized rendezvous, 
and has been for many years. 
The 
proprietors of the eating houses which 
need help look for them there. 
It Is a 
free, 
outdoor 
employment 
bureau. 
Sometimes there are a dozen seekers 
for work there, sometimes more; it 
depends on the state of the 
labor 
market. 
Men Assemble Singly. 
First one man makes his appearance 
and stands waiting at this curb, but It 
is not long ta fore he is joined by an­ 
other. 
They seldom come in pairs. 
Sometimes they talk, or read news­ 
papers, but generally they just stand 
and walt. 
They hold their places on 
both sides of the street, most often in 
a single line, but when there are many 
seekers 
for 
employment 
the 
line 
doubles. 
The prospective employer 
appears and walks up ami down the 
row to scrutinize the men. He selects 
one or more as most likely to meet 
his wants. The rest look hard at em­ 
ployer and employed, but say nothing. 
Probably they think. “Well, another 
guy’s got a Jo!) for a day.” 
Tfte men who land the work walk off 
with their new bosses. 
The others 
hang around until about twelve o’clock. 
in the hope of a belated job turning 
up, and then the line melts away, not 
to he formed again until the following 
morning. 
Generally the men depart 
one by one. 
There Is not much com­ 
radeship among these “out of works.” 
Never Bothered by Police. 
The police do not enforce against 
them the municipal ordlnamfe on loi­ 
tering on the street. 
“They’re looking for work and do­ 
ing no harm, so why atlo id we inter­ 
fere with them?” said a policeman. 
He was asked, “Flow long has the 
waiters* line been In existence?” and 
replied: 
“Search 
me! 
They were 
here long before my time. 
I’ve heard 
some of these old-timers around here 
say It’s an old New York custom for 
men and the bosses to meet here In 
Nassau street and get together.”
